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With one hundred forty-three head of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
being led out in the breeding classes at the Forty-Sixth Annual 
Southwestern Exposition and Fat Stock Show, held at Fort Worth, 
Texas, the week of March 138th, the cattlemen of the Southwest 
were given an opportunity to witness the finest display of the Bon- 
nie Blacks ever led into a Fort Worth show ring. The cattle were 
appreciated by the largest audience ever to occupy the space around 
that section of the show ring. Many a real cattleman from the 
great Southwest was heard to say: “There’s the coming breed for 
us because they fit into our cattle program so nicely and so profit- 
ably.” That is the sort of remark that the Journal representatives 
appreciate more than anything else around a show ring. Such re- 
marks mean that the breed is really taking root and that it will 
rapidly expand in that great natural cattle breeding ground of 
America. 

Judge Dean Blizzard, of Oklahoma A. & M., at Stillwater, di- 
rected the placing of the ribbons and did a highly satisfactory 
job. He too, not given much to open expressions of preference, 
did say that he was well pleased with the numbers and the qual- 
ity of the cattle that were on parade before him. The tops in 
all the classes were really outstanding, and excellent quality ran 
well down the line. 

The Swartz Brothers, of Everest, Kansas, showing under the 
farm name of Sunflower Farm have a real bull in Revolution’s 
Black Prince 543407, who stood first in the aged bull class and 
his second Eileenmere 3d of Greenwood 565530 shown by the 
Schwarms of Illinois is another real bull.

An Appreciation 


Under date of April Ist Wm. Ljungdahl, 
of Kansas, writes an appreciation to con- 
tributor Otto V. Battles in response to Mr. 
Battles’ story about George Grant who 
brought the first Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
from Scotland to the state of Kansas in the 
early seventies, which the Journal deems 
worthy of this position in the April issue. 
The letter follows: 

Dear Mr. Battles: It was with a very 
great deal of interest that I read your con- 
tribution to the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, 
the biographical sketch of Mr. George 
Grant. It is a most interesting account and 
presented in such a way as to pay deserv- 
ed tribute to the memory of the first breed- 
er and exhibitor of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in this country. Since I am a native Kan- 
san, I am naturally proud of the fact that 
our great breed of cattle found their first 
home in Kansas. 

Now since you have so fittingly brought 


before the Angus fraternity the history of 


George Grant, his ocean voyage and trek 
to the almost middle spot of our continent, 
it seems most logical and indeed imminently 
proper to consider as to whether there be 
some tangible evidence of appreciation man- 
— by the Aberdeen-Angus breeders of 
today. 

I am reliably informed that this early 


standard bearer for the breed sleeps in an 
almost forgotten grave over which only the 
shadow of the beautiful church of Twin 
Steeples in Victoria daily pays man’s silent 
tribute to the hero of your story. Mr. Grant 
built the cradle in which to nurture the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle business in the Unit- 
ed States and was indeed the first, not only 
breeder, but exhibitor of the “Bonnie Blacks” 
in America. It seems tragic that because of 
misfortune in his personal affairs he should 
rest in the obscurity of a forgotten grave. 
Mr. Grant was brave in spirit and vigorous in 
action. He endured the hardships of the ele- 
ments and the adversities of the early days 
which many since have been reluctant to 
endure. He was, in truth, a true pioneer. 

Two years ago it was brought to my at- 
tention that Mr. Grant was buried in the 
Victoria cemetery and that his resting place 
was sadly neglected. I took the matter up 
immediately but the subsequent events of 
National and International concern diverted. 
general attention to other matters and the 
subject to this letter has been a dormant 
one. There could be little doubt but that 
your review of the life of Mr. Grant will 
have interested the many readers of the 
Journal and it seems most opportune at this 
time to give further thought to some con- 
structive plan for honoring this man who 
was truly the first breeder of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in America. 

On May 17th of next year, it will be sev-

priate that steps be taken to commemorate 
this notable event in a fitting manner Thi 
could well be a monument erected by eo 
breeders through their national association 
and the spot would probably become a shrine 
that might be visited by thousands of peo- 
ple each year. Victoria is located on Unit- 
ed States Highway No. 40, and a marker 
could be placed permanently where it would 
inform the people of this important man and 
his colony.

It would really seem to be a compartive- 
ly small undertaking, but in effect, it would 
be an outstanding evidence of appreciation 
for a man who deserves a place in the Hall 
of Fame among this country’s breeders of 
improved livestock. 

I trust that you will bear with me in my 
having thus presumed to take the initiative 
in this matter and I trust that you will 
frankly advise me of your thoughts on the 
matter.

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Selecting, Feeding and 
cone Fitting Club Calves 


By DUANE CLARK. 


The boy or girl who takes up club calf feeding in our 

present time enters one of the most highly contested fields 
open to the school youth, and yet a field unmatched for the 
opportunities it affords. Every one will agree that a boy 
who learns to put a show finish on a steer has been well 
paid for the many hours of labor spent in feeding out his 
projects. 
Beyond the local show, which brings recognition among 
the folk at home as well as cash awards for the winners, 
there lie the larger purses at the state and regional 
shows, and still beyond, the pot of gold at the two ends of 
the rainbow—the Kansas City Royal and the Chicago In- 
ternational. 

So thousands of boys and quite a few girls each year 
start out along the long road that can have many endings 
—the calf feeding project road, and at the conclusion, 
many find rich rewards and honors. A blue ribbon is a 
fickle thing—all who court it do not win it, but every youth who 
begins his long task with caution and continues with care, diligence 
and study is certain to be rewarded by this enriching experience. 
When the calf is finished out, the youth has had a training and 
obtained a knowledge invaluable to him in future years as a live 
stock producer. 

Selecting the right kind of a calf to feed is one of the most im- 
portant steps in completing a successful club project. First of all, 
the calf must be the correct type. A short-legged, deep-bodied calf 
that stands staight on his legs, carrying plenty of width over his 
top and being uniform in that width from front to rear, is the calf 
to be ‘selected. He should come down deep and full in his quarter, 
carry that natural thickness as close to the hock as possible and 
possess a good feeder head. 

In other words, select a calf with a short, wide head, a wide 
muzzle, clean open nostril and a bright eye. These are all indica- 
tions of a healthy, good-doing calf that should feed well. If a calf 
with a good feeder head, blocky, naturally thick-meated body with 
lots of width and depth is chosen, then one is pretty sure to be on 
the right road toward making a good showing. But there must be 
proper feeding and fitting. 

The calf that is not fed properly has little chance against a calf 
that has been well-cared for and fed correctly. Many young club 


members neglect feeding their calves properly. Remember, that 
neither type nor feed alone will make a winner, but that a combin- 
ation of the two will accomplish it. 


It is essential that the calf be selected early, in order that he 
will be put on feed and “get started” while he still has a covering 
of the baby, or milk fat. To make the best possible showing, it is 
well that the calf be kept on a nurse cow until he is about a year 
old. The milk fat which he gets will keep him in top “bloom” at all 
times. In starting the calf on feed, begin slowly and increase the 
feed gradually until he is on full ration. It will usually take about 
a month or six weeks to get him on full feed. Feed what he will 
clean up in about one hour’s time. If at any time during the feed- 
ing period he should “go off feed,” then cut down the amount fed 
and gradually work back by increasing the feed until he is on full 
rations. When the calf is on full feed, the amount consumed can 
be increased and better gains made by feeding three times a day. 
Feeding at regular periods is very important. 

A good grain mixture to use in starting a calf is two-thirds 
crushed oats and one third crushed barley or corn. Gradually cut 
down the oats in the mixture and increase the barley or corn until 
the mixture contains only one third oats. Another good grain mix- 
ture for starting the calf is one half corn cob meal, one fourth 
crushed barley and one fourth crushed oats. Ten per cent by weight

of linseed oil meal, cotton seed meal or oth- 
er protein supplement should be added to 
both of the mixtures. Good, bright clean 
hay, preferably alfalfa, should be fed. When 
starting the calf, he should be allowed all 
the hay he will eat. After he is on full feed, 
the hay should be cut down so that he is 
getting from four to five pounds daily. Too 
much hay tends to cut down on the grain 
consumption and it is the grain that makes 
him fat. When the calf is on full feed, a 
gradual change to a richer feed should be 
made. The oats should be cut down and if 
the corn cob meal is being fed, this should 
be changed to cracked shelled corn. When 
the calf is on full feed, a good ration is 60 
pounds of cracked shelled corn, 30 pounds of 
crushed barley, 10 pounds of crushed oats 
and 10 pounds of protein supplement for 
every 100 pounds of the grain mixture.

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Highlights of American A-A History 


Turlington Herd the Early Fountain Head at American Achieve- 
ment. McCombie’s Sweeping Victories at the Paris Exposition 
in 1878 attracted attention of Anderson & Findlay.

Just as the doddie was first developed 
by the Scotch in their native land, it was 
this same hardy and aggressive race that 
first fostered Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the 
United States. First there was George 
Grant, the subject of our last sketch, and 
closely following him in bringing Aberdeen- 
Angus from the mother land were Ander- 
son & Findlay, partners, and 


dation cows of the Blackbird family. This 
cow was an outstanding individual, good 
enough to win in the Royal Northern Shows 
of 1877 and 1878. Another distinction 
credited to her was that she was the mother 
of the famous Blackcap 1552 who made so 
much breed history in her day. Other mem- 
bers of this second importation which con- 
tributed largely to the establish- 
ment of the new breed in the 


Alex Geddes, all three Scots 
of the first order. 

To Anderson & Findlay 
goes the credit for introduc- 
ing the first Aberdeen-Angus 
into the United States to be 
used for propogating pure 
breds. Therefore, their under- 
taking was of more lasting 
importance than that of 
George Grant whose earlier 
importations were used sole- 
ly for commercial purposes. 

As is well known, the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed first 
came into world wide notice 
as a result of McCombie’s 
sweeping victories at the 
Paris Exposition in 1878. 
This spectacular success in 
interbreed competion by a 
practically unknown breed 


United States were Lady Emily 
Pigott who was in calf to 
Knight of St. Patrick which 
was later to achieve undying 
fame; Jennet 8th and Rose of 
Guynd 4th, both by the great 
bull, Gainsborough 4th. And 
from the herd of Sir William 
Gordon Cummings, of Altyre, 
came two daughters of the well- 
known Black Watch. 

The bull, Basuto, proved to 
be much more than an ordinary 
individual both as a producer 
and as a show animal. It is re- 
corded that his offspring had 
excellent scale and quality. He 
was shown quite extensively 
and with a great deal of suc- 
cess. His last triumph in the 
show ring was winning the 


placed the breed in the spot- 
light on the continent of 
Europe and in its home coun- 
try, the British Isles, and the 
fame of the occassion even extended to 
other parts of the world, including the 
United States. Anderson & Findlay heard 
about it and were so enthusiastic that cat- 
tle from their native Scotland had been so 
honored at the Paris Exposition that they 
decided to bring some of them to their 
adopted country. 

The partnership of Anderson & Findlay 
had its origin in the marriage of James 
Anderson to the daughter of George Find- 
lay. Mr. Findlay lived at Lake Forest, 
Illinois, at that time. In fact his original 
farm there is now a part of that exclusive, 
north shore suburb of Chicago. The pur- 
pose of the partnership was the importation 
and breeding of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
the first transaction was the purchase 
through William Findlay, a brother of 
George who still resided in Scotland, of one 
bull and five females. This, as nearly as I 
can ascertain, was in the year 1880. That 
these six animals were good individuals is 
borne out by the fact that they gave a 
creditable account of themselves at some 
of the important fairs of the Middle West 
in 1880 and 1881. 

Their first importation having met with 
such a fine reception, Anderson & Findlay 
decided upon a second one which was made 
during 1881. By this time their sights were 
set a little higher and they secured some of 
the best animals that could be found in all 


of Scotland, amongst them was the very. 


good Ballindalloch bred bull, Basuto, a son 
of Blackbird of Corskie 3d, one of the foun- 
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gold medal in Madison, Wiscon- 
sin, for heading the best herd 
of beef cattle, with several good 
Shorthorn and Hereford herds 
competing. Amongst the early importa- 
tions of Aberdeen-Angus from the stand- 
point of numbers, at least, that of John V. 
Farwell in 1881 was of the most import- 
ance. It included eighty head which upon 
reaching Chicago were distributed in equal 
numbers amongst Mr. Farwell, Anderson 
& Findlay and T. W. Harvey. 

The herd of Mr. Harvey, which he kept 
in Nebraska, subsequently became famous 
as the Turlington herd. One of its earliest 
accomplishments was the production of the 
steer, Black Prince of Turlington, whose 
great show record is, no doubt, familiar to 
most of our readers. Very much, indeed, 
could be written concerning the achieve- 
ments of the Turlington herd but in this 
discourse I must keep within the scope set 
for myself at the beginning of this series. 
The Turlington herd was the first really 
great herd of the breed in America. It was 
the first Aberdeen-Angus herd in this coun- 
try in which constructive line breeding was 
practiced, Black Knight, the outstanding 
sire of his day and one of the best of all 
time, furnishing the foundation for this 
policy. Through line breeding to him some 
of the most illustrious sires of subsequent 
generations were produced. Such bulls as 
Rosegay, Vala’s Rosegay, Blackcap Revolu- 
tion and Revolution 7th, all International 
champions, and a number of others of equal 
fame could be mentioned. 

There is no record of Black Knight ever 
having been shown but a description left of 
him by that master cattle man, William

champions. But Black Knight’s laurels do 
not rest entirely on his sons, as illustrious 
as many of them were. His daughters come 
in for equal commendation. For the pur. 
pose of this article, we shall mention only 
three of them—Abbess, Progress and Heath. 
erbloom of Turlington, first, second and 
third prize cows at the Columbian Expogi. 
tion. Both Progress of Turlington and Ab. 
bess of Turlington won a number of chan. 
pionships over all breeds for HcHenry at 
the strongest shows of that time. 

The Turlington herd was small but very 
select. Unfortunately for the breed, its ex. 
istence was also short, only twelve years, 
I have often speculated on how breed his- 
tory would have been altered if this mar. 
velous collection of cattle could have been 
kept together for several more generations 
under the guiding influence of geniuses like 
William Watson. No herd in history has 
accomplished so much in so short a time. 
Fortunately for the breed at the time of the 
dispersion of the herd in 1892, a number of 
the choicest animals went into the capable 
hands of W. A. McHenry and _ Wallace 
Estill, two of the most constructive breed- 
ers of all time. It was really through the 
McHenry herd that the seed sown at Turl- 
ington was brought to full flower. 

Without a thorough knowledge of breed 
history, or I might better say of live stock 
history because the same condition applies 
to all breeds, one cannot realize the wide 
influence for good one really great herd can 
exert. The best example I know in our own 
breed was the famous Ballindalloch herd of 
Scotland, which éxisted for over 100 years. 
I venture to say that there is not one herd 
in all Scotland, England or Ireland that 
isn’t a better herd than it would have been 
if it had not had the benefit of the con- 
structive breeding program so intelligently 
followed by this herd during its_ entire 
career. And the same thing applies in 4 
somewhat lesser degree to a number of the 
herds of our own country, Canada and 
Argentina. ame 

The Turlington herd, considering its short 
life, was just such a fountain head. The re. 
sults of its early influence on the breed in 
our country are apparent even now.

Fifteen years ago there were but te 
state, district, county and local Aberdeen- 
Angus associations, but during recent years 
the popularity of the Aberdeen-Angus b 
has grown extensively until today the vat 
ious organizations number sixty. Last year 
forty-five of the eighty-three Aberdeen- 
Angus sales held were under the manage 
ment of these associations, which work to 
gether for the interest of the breed. Not 
only do the associations hold sales but con- 
duct field days for inspection of the herds 
and to discuss problems of management, 
feeding and breeding practices.

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Those of us who attended the J. 
F. Pfeiffer sale at the farm near 
Orlando, Oklahoma, last year well 
remember the difficulty we exper- 
ienced getting over to the farm 
and the storm that so hurriedly 
drove us away at the close of the 
sale. There will be nothing like 
that this year, for Mr. Pfeiffer has 
converted a good sized building on 
another farm along which paved 
highway No. 77 passes, so it is 
only a few short rods over to the 
barn and the sale pavilion. This 
year Mr. Pfeiffer will sell on Wed- 
nesday, May 20th, the day follow- 
ing the Kershaw sale at Muskogee 
and the day preceding the Kansas 
Breeders Sale at Hutchinson, thus 
making it convenient for those at- 
tending these sales to go from one 
to the other. 


In his second spring sale Mr. 
Pfeiffer is selling forty head of 
females and eight bulls, featuring 
the blood lines of his fine herd 
bulls, Muskogee 392d, who is a son 
of Evaxus 6th of Page, and he by 
Imp. Evaxus of Ballindalloch, his 
dam being a granddaughter of Earl 
Marshall; Marshall’s Heir 2d is an 
intensely line bred Prince Marshall, 
who was an International grand 
champion, his sire and dam are a 
grandson and a granddaughter of 
Prince Marshall. Berosa’s Page is 
a son of Evascus of Page, who is by Glencarnock Revolution 6th, 
and out of an Earl Marshall bred Miss Burgess dam; Prizemere 
470th is a grandson of the International grand champion Eileen- 
mere 85th and the famous Prizemere 32d. 

The Pfeiffer herd was founded on females purchased from the 
herds of Sunbeam Farms, Blandford and Kershaw. The female 
offering will be made up of six cows with calves at foot; four two 
year old heifers with first calves; fifteen bred heifers; fifteen open 
heifers. A dozen of these heifers are by Berosa’s Page and about 
half of the bred heifers have been served by him. ‘the calves at 
foot will be one or the other of the following bulls: Muskogee 392d, 
Prizemere 470th, and Marshall’s Heir 2d. That the Pfeiffers have 
been breeding the right kind of cattle these years is evidenced by 
the many successful club calf showings made by the_ Pfeiffer 
youngsters. The Pfeiffer girls, Marjorie who is now Mrs. Bill 
Jeans, of Ponca City; and Jean, who is now Mrs. Dalbert Jelsma, 
of Guthrie, both of whom showed home bred champions; and Miss 
Katherine, now at home, is still showing home bred calves at the 
leading shows and fairs in Oklahoma.

Arrived in Tulsa, enroute from the great 
Southwestern Exposition and Fat. Stock 
Show at Fort Worth, just in time to be 
whisked away from my hotel, treked afoot 
to the Tulsa Club and there raised to the 
sublime roof garden to participate in the 
splendid banquet and program sponsored 
by the Tulsa County  Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association. There must have 
been close to 150 covers laid. The serving 
of Aberdeen-Angus beef brought joy and 
comfort to the assemblage, especially those 
of us who had been on the go for several 
days covering the Fort Worth show. 

Following the dinner Chairman Jay 
Walker introduced President C. D. Thomas; 
Chamber of Commerce Secretary C. A. 
Border; County Agent Mowry; President 
of the Oklahoma Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
Association D. B. Nelson; Messrs. Warner 
& McSpadden, Nowata; Chas. W. Bates, 
Ada; and Dean Blizzard, of Stillwater, who 
told of the founding and development of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breeding herd at the 
college station, the herd now numbering 
around fifty head of breeding cattle, was 
founded in 1899, and fifteen years later 
consisted of only three cows. 

Mr. L. R. Kershaw reminisced in the 
building of his own herd and _ recounted 
many experiences leading up to the present 
day, giving sound advice as to selections 
and the importance of keeping the breed- 
ing cattle in presentable condition at all 
times. He told of a recent transaction in 
which 150 head of Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
was involved, these bulls to be used in a 
herd of about 5000 head of Herefords in Old 
Mexico and also referred to the marvelous 
success the Mastersons have experienced 
with their nearly 7000 head of commercial 
Aberdeen-Angus in western Texas. 

W. A. Hopley, Atlantic, Iowa, gave a 
lengthy discussion on the importance of 
beef in the “Foods for War” program that 
our government is undertaking; how Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, rugged, quick maturing, 
easy keeping, rustling, rapidly increasing, 
long lived, producers of top market cattle, 
so nicely and profitably fitted into the pro- 
gram. He told also of what is being done 
to create a better meal built around good 
beef, for both civilians and our fighting 
men. 

Sam Fullerton, Jr., discussed briefly 
some of the salient features pertinent to 
the building and showing of a successful 
show herd.. Otto G. Nobis, President of the 
Iowa Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association 
brought a message of good cheer and en- 
couragement to those delving into the mat- 
ter of breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
either from a commercial or a pure bred 
standpoint. Fred Hahne, discussed ihe 
advancement of the breed in the South, the 
Southwest, and especially in Texas and 
Oklahoma, and the possible future of the 
breed in that area, suggesting that where 
the breed once gains a foot hold it is there 
to stay, and profitably so. Don Chitten- 
den, of the Corn Belt Dailies also discussed 
the breed and its future possibilities. Bill 
Barton, field representative for the Ameri- 
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can Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association, 
and native Oklahoman, told of the progress 
being made in the breed, referred to the 
various show and sale activities of the par- 
ent and the local breed associations, and 
closed his remark with a few figures that 
were particularly significant. This refer- 
ence was made to the weights and selling 
prices of the single show calves in the 1942 
International. 520 Aberdeen-Angus calves 
averaged 1056 pounds, and sold at $16.20 
per cwt. 384 Herefords, averaged 1054 
pounds, and sold for $15.42; while 240 
Shorthorns weighed 1010 pounds and sold 
at $14.90. In the carload division of the 
same show, 38 loads of Aberdeen-Angus 
averaged 1094 pounds, sold at $16.15; 24 
loads of Herefords averaged 1054 pounds 
and sold at $15.42; and the 16 loads of 
Shorthorns weighed 1077 pounds and sold 
at $14.12 average. Proving conclusively 
that Aberdeen-Angus are able to take care 
of themselves at the market end of the 
business, which after all is the ultimate 
goal of the beef cattle industry. The 
weights are favorable and the price range 
is greatly preferable. At this juncture the 
party broke up and a general talk fest en- 
sued. Part of crowd remained for several 
hours to discuss the merits of the breed 
and its adaptability to the Southwest. Oth- 
ers separated to make plans for the tour 
that was to take place next morning when 
the herds around Tulsa were to be visited. 
Both groups remained wide awake and en- 
thusiastic till the wee small hours, even 
then many were reluctant to depart, so en- 
thusiastic were they and so eager to learn 
more about the fastest growing beef breed 
in America. 

The tour the following day was a great 
success. For lack of space to do it justice 
we are holding this story till the May 
issue. Watch for it as it will disclose a 
great breeding center in its early stages.

News from New Madrid. 

On March 24, 1942, Mr. R. L. Jones, of 
New Madrid, Missouri, delivered to Mr. O. 
C. Nowell also of New Madrid a group of 
eight young heifers, four of these are by 
Dell’s Revolution 17th, out of dams by Revo- 
lution 45th, and are Eisa Trojan .Ericas; one 
Blackcap by Dell’s Evolution 17th out of 


Blackcap’s Revolution 3d; a fourth Branch 
Blackbird out of a Blackcap Revolution 6th 
dam, and a Kinochtry Emily by Erica’s 5th 
Lad out of a Barbarian Edgar 2d dam and 
an Eisa Trojan Erica by Blackcap’s Revolu- 
tion 3d out of a Revolution 45th dam. These 
cattle all go to make up a foundation herd 
for Mr. Nowell. 

In 1939 when Mr. Jones first started his 
herd there was only one other pure bred 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus in his community, 
but now there are eight nice herds started 
and there is a great deal of interest shown 
by the people who have inspected these 
herds. Mr. Jones also reported that he sold 
a nice Blackcap bull to Mr. O. Cutherston, 
of New Madrid, and says he is just sending 
in this information to keep us informed on 
the way the Blacks are progressing in his 
community. 

Everywhere one turns in Missouri it seems 
that more and more people are getting in- 
terested in Aberdeen-Angus and nowhere 
have we heard any remarks to the contrary, 
in fact, these Missouri breeders just can’t 
seem to raise enough pure bred cattle to 
supply the demand.

Much Business Transacted at Annual Meeting held 

at Calgary; Summary of the Aberdeen-Angus Bull 

. Sales; Plans being completed for a Grand Picnic to 

be held at Kenneth McGregor’s Gwenmawr Farm.

ANNUAL 
MEETING 


The annual meeting of The Canadian Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Association was held in Cal- 
gary, Alberta, on April ist, 1942. It was 
preceded by a banquet at which Mr. Ken- 
neth McGregor, of Ada, Minnesota, Presi- 
dent of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, was the guest speak- 
er. Mr. McGregor discussed the achieve- 
ments of the Aberdeen-Angus breed, but 
the main part of his address dealt with his 
trip to the Argentine, where he went last 
September to judge Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
Over 100 friends of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed listened to the address with interest. 
They were particularly impressed with the 
story of Mr. McGregor’s visit to a ranch 
a there were 71,000 head of black cat- 
tle. 

Mr. C. R. Wade, of Asquith, Sask., was 
elected president and Mr. Charles Matthews, 
of Calgary, Alberta, was elected vice-presi- 
dent of the Association for the year 1942. 

The directors approved a uniform classifi- 
cation for Aberdeen-Angus cattle at “A” 
class fairs. This classification has now been 
submitted to all managers of “A” class ex- 
hibitions and all Association representatives 
to exhibitions. 

The directors decided to hold the next 
annual meeting of the Association in Toron- 
to, Ontario, during the first week of Feb- 
ruary, when the other breed Associations 
hold their meetings. 

Grants to class “A” exhibitions were in- 
creased by 100%. They will now receive 
$200.00 each. A grant of $1,000.00 was 
made to Provincial Associations. The AIl- 
berta Association will receive $425.00, the 
Saskatchewan Association $200.00, the Man- 
itoba Association $125.00 and the Ontario 
Association $250.00. This money will be us- 
ed by the Provincial Associations as they 
see fit. The Canadian Association will not 
make any grants to fairs other than those 
included in the class “A” group and the 
leading winter shows. 

The Association decided to adopt the reg- 
ulations requiring all breeders of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle who wish to register cattle in 


the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Association 
Records to tattoo their cattle for identifica- 
tion. This definite action by the Associa- 
tion followed the receipt of a report from a 
committee headed by Prof. J. W. G. Mac- 
Ewan, which has been investigating mark- 
ing for identification for twelve months. 
Notwithstanding the decision of the Com- 
mittee, breeders are hereby requested to 
take no action until final instructions 
are issued by the Association. Every 
possible effort will be made to make things 
easy for breeders. All types of tattoo equip- 
ment will be investigated and a report will 
be made to breeders indicating what ap- 
pears to be the best and most economical 
types available. Full instructions about 
tattooing with illustrations will be available 
in booklet form within a few days. A book- 
let will be sent to you as soon as it is off 
the press. Every animal for which applica- 
tion for registration is made after May 31st, 
1942, must be tattooed as required by the 
regulations. The system adopted is the best 
that we were able to devise. Many breed- 
ers may wonder why they could not carry 
on with the same system of numbers that 
they have used on ear tags for years. We 
ask you to reserve judgment on that point 
until we are in a position to place all in- 
formation before you. You will not be ask- 
ed to wait long.

The Aberdeen-Angus bulls. sold at Kam- 
loops, British Columbia, averaged $336.00 a 
head.

Bulls outnumbered 
buyers to some extent and prices dropped 
slightly. This sale will, in a normal year, 
handle one hundred bulls nicely. This year 
there were some bulls of only medium qual- 
ity.

We recall as though it were just a short 
time ago, the first visit we made to Ken- 
tucky concerning a coming sale. That was 
in the summer of 1937 and there was a 
little discussion as to the plausibility of 
holding a sale in the fall. However, that 
was found to be impractical and plans were 
then made to stage the first of a series of 
annual breed promotional sales in May, the 
first being May 1938. 

Securing cattle was a bit difficult. Al- 
most all of the breeders were more than 
a little worried as to whether or not they 
could get together a crowd to buy the cat- 
tle. Consequently, more than one who hac. 
planned or stated that he would consign, 
fell down and others, a bit more firm in 
their belief that a sale was desirable and 
could be held furnished the greatest num- 
ber of the cattle. The results are well enough 
known. A sale was held, the cattle were 
sold, and consignors were well pleased. 
Now, more cattle are available each year, 
and more care and selection can be given 
the consignments of all breeders. The sale 


committee no longer accepts all cattle. 
There is a determined group of breeders in 
the state that are each year demanding that 
the Kentucky sale cattle be better than the 
previous year, that the cattle be better 
fitted and so as we comment a little about 
the fifth annual sale consignments, we are 
pleased to state that buyers will have more 
value for their money than ever before at 
a Kentucky breeders’ sale.

How well Mr. Mummert has succeeded, 
we cannot state, but we see more and better 
calves there each time we happen into the 
farm. We had no idea what his early fe- 
males cost, or what later additions may 
have cost. Yet, we feel certain that he has 
sold many young bulls and heifers at con- 
siderably higher prices than he had to pay 
to secure his foundation stock. We don’t 
think that when he selected his original 
cows that he was looking for show cattle. 
He knew that he wanted cattle of good type, 
cattle of quality and the kind that if their 
progeny was to be sold strictly for beef, 
they would develop and feed out to make 
market toppers, which would assure their 
feeder a profit. Mr. Mummert bought cat- 
tle that met his requirement as to type and 
quality and followed that procedure by 
getting bloodlines that had been known to 
be good producers for generations. Many 
of his cows are of a Lantz Blackcap founda- 
tion, and have proven regular producers for 
him of the kind of breeding cattle that sell 
readily at auction and at private treaty.

Jack Eason, of Houston County, shows his Aber- 

deen-Angus Steer to the Grand Championship 

Over All Breeds at the Macon Fat Cattle Show, 

held March 10th, when 250 head of Fat Bullocks, 

were Exhibited; Macon’s Largest and Best Show. 
By JAMES C. DAVIS 


The Macon, Georgia, Fat Cattle Show was 
held March 10th, with two hundred and fifty 
entries. This was the sixth year of the Ma- 
con Show, and according to observers, it was 
one of the largest shows ever held in the 
State. The 950 pound Aberdeen-Angus 
steer belonging to Jack Eason, of Houston 
County, won the grand championship. Young 
Eason is a member of the Perry, Georgia, 
Chapter, Future Farmers of America. He 
had considerable competition, as Thomas B. 
Harrell, Chairman of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Agriculture Committee, and Chair- 
man H. C. White, of the Show Committee, 
said the quality of the steers was the best 
ever exhibited here. Prof. L. C. Walker, 
who is principal of the Perry High School 
and teacher of vocational agriculture, is 
very much interested in Jack’s success. 
From him we obtained the information that 
Jack is fifteen years of age; is in the ninth 
grade, and that this year is the second suc- 
cessive year he has won the Houston County 
Show, with an Aberdeen-Angus steer. In 
1941 he won the F. F. A. championship in 
Macon and the reserve championship of the 
show. Jack’s championship steer this year 
weighed 950 pounds, and was dropped June 
30th, 1940. He was a pure bred steer nam- 
ed Rock Bob. His sire was Rock Bacopus 
and his dam was Bessie Queen Amos. Rock 
Bob was bred by W. R. Richardson, Macon, 
Georgia, whose farm is in Houston County, 
and from whom Jack bought the steer. In- 
cidentally, an Aberdeen-Angus steer grown 
and fed out by Mr. Richardson’s son was 
champion of the Macon Show in 1939. This 
was the third year Jack has had an entry 
in the Macon Show. 


As usual there is a good deal of activity 
on Modena Plantation, Isle of Hope, Savan- 
nah, Georgia. On January 27th, Mr. Milton 
Mize, Americus, Georgia, purchased Prae- 
torian of Modena, a son of Blackcapmere 
113th, out of Ettar 15th of French Broad, a 
maternal half sister to the first prize In- 
ternational aged cow, 1940. 

On February 11th, Down Home Planta- 
tion, Albany, Georgia, purchased Vitallion 
2d, a son of Blackcapmere 113th. 

On March 5th, Winthrop Bancroft, Al- 
bany, Georgia, purchased Blackbeard 3d, of 
Modena, a full brother to Blackbeard 2d, at 
the Simton Ranch in Florida. 

Gippy Plantation, Monck’s Corner, South 
Carolina, owned by Mr. Nicholas Roosevelt, 
of Philadelphia, has a pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus herd of around 180 head. On March 
llth, they purchased two really fine bulls, 
both of whom had been used for light ser- 
vice at Modena Plantation. These two sons 
vf Blackcapmere 113th, are Marco Polo of 
Modena, out of Petunia 14th of French 
Broad, and Hegemon of Modena, out of En- 
amma 29th of Sunbeam. Were it not for 
the fact that Modena Plantation has full 
brothers to both of these bulls, they would 
not have been sold. Their usefulness sell- 
ing as a pair warrants the reasonable ex- 
pectation of some outstanding results. 

On March 20th, Col. Jose Pedraza, former 
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Commander of the Cuban Army, accom- 
panied by his friend, Sr. Celso Gonzales 
Hierro, purchased seven bulls and six heif- 
ers for export to Cuba. Five of the heifers 
and one of the bulls were sired by Blackcap- 
mere 113th, and one heifer and six bulls 
were sired by Blackbeard of Modena. After 
purchasing these cattle, the Cuban gentle- 
men proceeded to Cleveland, Tennessee, and 
purchased fourteen head from Harkwick 
Farm. There are several outstanding ani- 
mals in this shipment, including Blackcap 
3d of Modena; Black Pursuit of Modena, by 
Blackcapmere 113th; Pride Premier of Mo- 
dena and Trim Blackbird of Modena, by 
Blackbeard of Modena. The last named bull 
is a maternal half brother to Mr. C. H. 
Blalock’s Blackbird Trim Lad. 


Following the consummation of these sales 
Mr. “Bob” Roebling, owner of Modern Plan- 
tation, who has been a consistent display ad- 
vertiser in the Aberdeen-Angus Journal for 
quite some time wired this office: “What is 
the matter with my Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal advertising?” In reply the Journal

The 
percentage of prime beef offered to the 
packer is still a mighty small part of their 
beef purchases, and considerably less than 
they might be if all Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers made it a rule to offer and to sell better 
bulls to commercial breeders and to refuse 
to sell inferior bulls, steering them and 
feeding them out for the top market price 

Food, and meat is necessary food, 
does have a definite part in the pre- 
sent war program. The records, in 
the inter breed carcass contests 
favor Aberdeen-Angus to such an 
extent, that it appears to us that 
breeders everywhere have a mission, 
the same being to spread the in- 
formation, backed by _ convincing 
records that are available, that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle make the 
finest and most economical (due to 
their high percentage of salable 
and edible meat) carcass of beef, 
and that the way to produce these 
less wasty carcasses is to breed 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, be it com- 
mercial or otherwise. There is no 
better or quicker method of getting 
this information about than a mouth 
to mouth process, talk beef cattle 
to your friends, to your acquaintan- 
ces and your neighbors. 

There are perhaps less poor com- 
mercial bulls in service in eastern 
commercial herds than in many sec- 
tions, for many eastern breeders 
feed out a good number of their 
bull calves, because they have been 
able to secure good prices for the 
steers and because few large commercial 
herds are in existence in their section of 
the country.

Pennsylvania Breeders Visit 


Aberdeen-Angus are making particularly 
good headway in Pennsylvania right now, 
herds are being established, older herds are 
being improved and there is evident a real 
future for the breed. Some of the breed- 
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ers have been talking of holding a sale in 
1943, and such will be done providing 
enough cattle of sufficient merit can_be 
made available to the sale committee. The 
Journal is happy that the sale depends upon 
the two conditions, first the number of 
cattle available for an auction and second, 
whether or not they are good enough to 
make a creditable showing. Right here, 
we want to state that Pennsylvania breed- 
ers will have to exercise even more care 
in their selections than did Virginia, Mary- 
land or Eastern States when they staged 
their first sales. The reason being, of 
course, that the eastern sales, including 
those mentioned have been such creditable 
events, that to stage an auction where cattle 
were not the equal of the other states’ sales 
might have a detrimental effect on Penn- 
sylvania breeders’ business. We think that 
more than one Pennsylvania breeder recogn- 
izes this fact, and it is perhaps the big rea- 
son why a scouting trip was made recently 
to ascertain how many and of what quality 
cattle could and would be made available 
for a 1943 auction.

Leslie Worden, formerly employed in the 
same position by Mr. Carter. A rather in- 
teresting story about the farm operations 
being carried on by Mr. and Mrs. Heckett 
appeared in an issue of the Titusville Her- 
ald, and we quote from it as follows: “Am- 
erica has been the permanent residence of 
the Hecketts since 1939. Upon arriving in 
the United States they settled in the south 
but after visiting Oakwood upon the sug: 
gestion of a friend, they found the house re. 
markably similar to their home in the Neth- 
erlands. It has now become their western 
Pennsylvania home.” Here they found 
thirty odd head of well bred cattle and a 
plan to increase the herd to greater num- 
bers, yet keeping in mind the value of 
proper type and good breeding. We have not 
as yet visited at Oakwood, but hope some- 
time to have that pleasure and see the herd 
that is being built. 


The herd owned by Mr. J. L. Hankins of 
Uniontown was visited, and though this one, 
too is comparatively new, the enthusiasm is 
running high and plans are for a top herd 
of good producing cattle. 


_ J. F. Torrence has another new herd and 
it is coming along rapidly. There should be 
some acceptable sale cattle from this herd. 
And we rather expect that there will be, 
for though we have but hardly met the 
owner of the farm at Export, Pennsylvania, 
he appeared to us to be the promotional 
kind of a person that would do his share to 
promote the breed and his business as a 
breeder.

In the absence of Gay Quammen, who at- 
tended this sale and is now in the field doing 
active duty, it befalls my lot to give the re- 
port of the Illinois Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers sale held at Springfield, on Wednesday, 
March 11. Not being present I can hardly 
give a ring side report, however from com- 
ments picked up since the sale and from a 
careful analysis of the report, it is possi- 
ble to make some comment that might pos- 
sibly be of help in the preparations for the 
next auction to be held by this or any other 
breeders association, and these comments 
are being made as constructive criticism, 
which I hope will be received as such, for 
after all the thing in which we all as breed- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle are most in- 
terested is to make a favorable impression 
with any cattle that we may from time to 
time have to offer the general public. The 
better the cattle offered the better the im- 
pression, the better both sellers and buyers 
will be satisfied following a sale. In this 
sale twenty-eight consignors participated, 
among them breeders who have plenty top 
cattle to make an outstanding offering at 
any time, an offering that will attract buy- 
ers from long distances—and that is the 
kind and quality of cattle that the manage- 
ment should stress to their clients when so- 
liciting consignments. Less cattle, better 
quality, and proverly publicized, makes a 
combination auguring for the best interest 
of all concerned. 

What I am trying to impress upon sale 
managements, and I mean all of them, is 
this fact: Cnly such cattle as you yourself 
vould care to place bids on for the improve- 
ment of your already well established herds, 
will do to compel a resulting high class auc- 
tion. It is true that the cattle offered so 
many times are all good enough to improve 
someone’s herd; on the other hand it would 
be much better were the offerings of such 
quality as to improve the standard of the 
better herds, as were many of the cattle in 
this Illinois Breeders sale. For example 
let us take the top twenty head this year 
in comparison with the top twenty head in 
1941—the increase in price was better than 
$81.00 per head; that is fine and t*at is the 
way it should be. Mediocre cattle help take 
eare of the sale budget, but, they neither 
help the consignor nor the general average 
of any sale. These cattle can best be sold 
at private treaty where they will show a 
better profit to the seller. 

Again, no sale can, these days be put to- 
gether on short notice and without proper 
publicity, by this I do not mean too much 
bulk in the way of advertising, I do mean 
however that what publicity is used should 
be prepared carefully and presented several 
weeks ahead of the auction itself in order 
that those who may be interested through 
publicity will have ample time in which to 
procure the sale catalog, study it, and com- 
municate if they desire with the owners. 
Long distance advertising is becoming more 
and more essential as our transportation 
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systems are becoming more and more bur- 
dened with government business in con- 
nection with the successful prosecution of 
this war we are fighting today to preserve 
our freedom and our right and privilege to 
own these grand good cattle. In this criti- 
cism, intended to better our situation, the 
Journal accepts freely its share of the re- 
sponsibility, a responsibility that is becom- 
ing more and more difficult to perform, 
chiefly because of imparied transportation 
facilities, and here is another example: Only 
recently the writer spent ten days seeing 
less than one-fourth the normal number of 
breeders herds in the given time, and on 
two occasions traveling by train and bus 
over routes that prevented retiring for rest 
as many as two nights in succession. We all 
have our problems these days and we must 
therefore get at our jobs earlier and spend 
more time on them if we expect, or will be 
able, to make proper presentations of our 
sale offerings. 

And now back to the Illinois State sale 
proper. After all is said and done the 1942 
offering showed a slight increase in aver- 
age over last year, and the better cattle 
showed a splendid increase over the preced- 
ing year, yet they were suficiently good 
individually to have done still better had 
more and earlier publicity been given the 
sale. Here is a list of all the cattle selling

flying could best be described as a sensa- 
tion of being suspended in mid-air and hav- 
ing the world rotate beneath. First large 
town on the route was Denison, which slow- 
ly drifted by, then the three high buttes 
north of Blair appeared on the horizon and 
at one-thirty the wheels were rolling on the 
Fremont, Nebraska, airport, closest landing 
field to the Columbus show and sale. 

With no intention of getting an early con- 
nection to Columbus imagine my surprise to 
learn that a bus passed the field just ten 
minutes after my arrival, accordingly this 
bus was flagged to a stop and an hour later 
I walked into the Evans Hotel lobby and 
after being shown to a room and returning 
to the lobby I met Marshall Krotz, secre- 
tary of the Nebraska State organization just 
leaving for the sale barn to inspect the late 
arrivals. 

Except for a few, the eighty-nine head of 
animals consigned to this sale were in their 
places and as we walked down the aisles I 
thought that this was the best group of cat- 
tle ever brought before the buying public 
at a Columbus sale and that barring a 
change in the weather it would be, without 
a doubt, the best sale they had ever had. 
This was an ideal day, about seventy de- 
grees and an east wind, fore runner of a 
change in the weather, but little did we 
know what the next day had in store for us. 

Wednesday morning as we went in for 
breakfast the rain was pelting down, slack- 
ing up while we drove to the barn and then 
starting in again in earnest, raining so hard 
that the boys judging teams were handi- 
capped, having to judge all their classes in 
the small sales ring, but the classes were 
small and the cattle alone in the ring with 
the hundred and twenty some young judges 
on the seats. While the boys did not get 
to handle the cattle they did a very nice job 
of placing the cattle and gained some valu- 
able experience in judging cattle from the 
ringside, from whence most cattle are pur- 
chased anyway, and it was good training 
for these boys who will attend future sales 
as buyers. 

Fourteen county teams took part in the 
4-H Division of the judging, ribbons were 
awarded to the first five high ranking 
teams and the World Herald Trophy was 
awarded to the high team. In the individual 
rankings the first fifteen high were award- 
ed blue ribbons and a dollar defense stamp 
each, next fifteen a red ribbon and third 
fifteen a white ribbon. 

In the Vocational Agricultural Division 
there were sixty contestants from fifteen 
schools. Ribbons were awarded the five 
high ranking teams and the Epply Hotel 
Trophy was awarded the high team. Like 
in the 4-H Division the first fifteen individ- 
uals were awarded blue ribbons and a dol- 
lar defense stamp, second fifteen were 
awarded red ribbons and the third fifteen 
high were awarded white ribbons. 

This meant that in addition to the Trophy 
awards, ribbons for both individual and high 
team ranking the Nebraska State Associa- 
tion gave out thirty dollars in defense 
stamps for the top fifteen individuals in the 
two groups.

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At the Missouri State Fair, or the Ameri- 
can Royal Shows, of the late 1920’s one was 
apt to see J. B. McCorkle of Howard Coun- 
ty, Missouri and a black steer of his own 
production heading the 4-H class as in the 
above picture taken at the 1931 American 


Royal. Now he is herdsman for the Ohio 
State University and still getting a good 
steer fat. 

Now, in 1942, the boys and girls of How- 
ard County are again taking the lead in a 
little different type of production. The 
youngsters still favor Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle, but instead of steers they have shifted 
into a type of production better adapted to 
the times, the feed and the inclination and 
opportunities of the 40’s. 

Today thirty-three youngsters own their 
own registered Aberdeen-Angus cows and 
produce breeding cattle. Based on apprais- 
als made last fall when prices were con- 
siderably lower than at present, plus the 
amount for animals sold, these youngsters 
had run an investment of $4,950.00 into 
$10,337.50 in a year for most of them, and 
two years for the rest. More than $5,000.00 
income for feed on thirty-three cows a year 
or two is not bad. 

This all started in the early spring of 
1940 when thirteen youngsters each bought 
a cow with calf at side, or to calve that 
spring. In the fall of 1940 two other groups

totaling nineteen members got a similar 
group. A couple of boys reached twenty- 
one, another left the county and a few new 
ones have come in so there are thirty-three 
members at present. 


The Howard County Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association needs to be brought 
into the picture early. This group has as- 
sited the youngsters in many years. To men- 
tion a few they provide leaders and com- 
mittees to help select cows, let the young- 
sters have free service to their best herd 
bulls, help sell the produce, provide prize 
money for exhibits and by no means least 
they provide leadership for the groups. The 
sires and potential sires grazing on Howard 
County farms and available to these young- 
sters include sons of such famous sires as 
Black Prince of Sunbeam, Eileenmere 85th, 
both International grand champions, Gener- 
al of Page, General 6th of Page, Prizemere 
32d and many others. Among the breeders 
doing extra work should be mentioned R. E. 
Atkins, L. W. Brockman, P. C. Dennis, R. 
B. George, J. F. Innes, Herbert Muir, Wil- 
mer Perkins, John W. Tippett and G. W. 
Williams. 


From the start the youngsters have been

agreed to finance a member, but before 
cows were purchased arrangements were 
made for group financing. The member bor- 
rowed enough money to pay the cost of the 
cow and insurance for a year. The only 
security is a mortgage on the cow’ along 
with a note signed by the member and his 
parent or guardian. In many cases the co- 
signers financial status is such that he could 
not get regular credit. There is also a joint 
responsibility for five percent of the amount 
borrowed. This five percent is either stock 
in a Production Credit Association or a 
sinking fund in the local bank. This fund igs 
retained until all members of the particular 
group have repaid their loan. 


Another requirement is that life insur- 
ance for full value be carried on the cow. 
There have been some changes in this so 
that at the present time half of the insur- 
ance is in a regular company and half inter- 
insurance. The premium in both cases is 
paid in advance and amounts to six percent 
annually. After the cow is paid out the 
member may continue the insurance and 
most of them do. The first year one cow 
died so the insurance saved the day. 


Of the first thirteen cows, nine were fin- 
anced and all since then have been financed 
in full. The requirements for financing are 
that the committee approve of the member 
as having sufficient feed and believes that 
the member will take care of the cow and 
try to pay off the loan. About half the 


members have repaid their loans from their 
increase and still have the cow left. The 
members are urged to sell their calves as 
yearlings so that the loan can be repaid as 
soon as possible. 
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All members avail themselves of the pro- 


‘si de by the American Aberdeen-An- 
ery thse ve sannelation of registering cat- 
tle of bonafide juniors at regular member- 
ship rates The calves produced are sold 
either privately or in the annual association 
sale. A number of them have gone to 
neighbors who previously had not used a 
registered bull. The members have not sold 
any high priced cattle but have received 
good prices, then too, these members did not 
start with high priced cows. They purchas- 
ed good individuals, of good breeding, but 
are depending on the use of good sires to 
further improve the calves and the pedi- 
Th ts too early to say what effect these 
members will have on the live stock of the 
future, but it is not too early to see that the 
parents of these youngsters are using bet- 
ter bulls and several have decided to change 
from grades to registered cows. The mem- 
bers are all interested and additional mem- 
bers are being added all along.

KANSAS CITY HUB OF 
SCHMIDT ACTIVITIES. 

A man who is certainly making Aberdeen- 
Angus history in the west at this time is 
Mr. A. H. Schmidt, of Kansas City, well 
known as manufacturer of a popular com- 
mercial feed. He and his son, Harold, after 
having recently sold over 200 head, still own 
over 1400 head of registered cows and heif- 
ers on their various properties; about one 
thousand head on their ranch at Laramie, 
Wyoming; about four hundred and fifty 
head on two Missouri farms, and some forty 
head at Bonaparte, Iowa. They fully expect 
to breed over one thousand cows and heifers 
during the coming year. 

The beginning of the accumulation of this 
great holding of Aberdeen-Angus cattle was 
about 1921. The original purchases were 
made in Iowa; notably among these being 
lots obtained from Samuel Bee & Son, Vic- 
tor; Thomas Gatton & Son, Rose Hill; Crist, 
of Coon Rapids; Matt Baker, of Mitchell- 
ville and John H. Fitch, of Lake City. In- 
cluded among these were the famous cow 
Blackcap Joy, Elation Marshall by Earl 
Marshall, and an Earl Marshall dam; a 
number of heifers by Black Marshall, also 
by Earl Marshall, linebred Blackcaps from 
Matt Baker and the outstanding bull Black- 
capper R. A valuable addition also was a 
number of Blackcaps from the noted Dia- 
mond K. Ranch, Littleton, Colorado. Breed- 
ing bulls were also had from Miller Broth- 
ers, of Newton, Iowa; Elliott Brown, of 
Rose Hill; and one from James Hollinger, 
as well as others. It would be interesting 
indeed to set forth in detail all the main 
facts concerning the assembling and up- 
building of this big modern herd, but its 
very size precludes such presentation in 
the limited space allotted. We can only, 
therefore, emphasize the extent and high 
importance of the present-day activities of 
A. H. Schmidt & Son in this field, and wish

them every success in their far-flung oper- 
ations. : 

They have not as yet shown any of their 
breeding cattle, but for some years past 
have exhibited carloads of prime bullocks at 
leading fat stock shows with extraordinary 
success. They have shown in the various 
shows all the way from two to thirteen car- 
loads at a time, in California, at Denver, 
Ft. Worth, Kansas City, Omaha, and Chi- 
cago, and won every grand championship 
save one in 1932, 1933 and 1934. 

The grand championship for best load of 
cattle at the International has been won by 
A. H. Schmidt & Son on three different oc- 
casions. His champions of 1933, averaged 
935 lbs. in weight and sold for $16.75. His 
1934 champions averaged 1050 lbs. and 
brought $38.25, and the 1938 load averaging 
980 lbs. was cashed in at $23.00. It is 
worthy of note that on this latter occasion 
the sifting committee submitted to the 
judges but 71 loads out of more than 200 
entries; and out of these top 71 loads it is 
recorded that the judges stated that none 
seriously threatened the right of the 
Schmidt yearling “doddies” to win. Their 
Los Angeles 1939 grand champion load sold 
for $28.75 per cwt., considered a State rec-

dence Eileenmere 569271 consigned and 
shown by Spence, of Crab Orchard. 

The second class was the first judged out- 
side and consisted of twenty-three bulls 
calved between May 1, 1939 and October 30, 
1940. This class was won by Prizecapmere 
A. 624868, owned and shown by Atwater 
Brothers, Albion. This bull was also grand 
champion of the show. Second bull in this 
class was N. U. Lincolnmere 3d, a typy 
youngster owned by the University of Ne- 

raska, 

Third class of bulls were those calved 
November 1, 1939, to March 31, 1941 and 
contained nineteen bulls headed by Proctor 
Excel 5th shown by George E. Wanderkolk, 
of Bellwood, and second was N. U. Coleppa- 
mere 4th shown by the University. 

The fourth class was for bulls calved 
after March 31, 1941, and was made up of 
seventeen bulls. Top of this class was Ap- 
plewood Bandolier 87th shown by Ed. Polka, 
of Riverton, and second was Bandolier 
Standard shown by Harold Logan, of Dil- 
ler. Grand champion was Prizecapmere A. 
shown by Atwater Brothers and reserve was 
Proctor Excel 5th shown by George E. Van- 
derkolk. 

_The female classes were smaller and the 
first class was for females over a year old, 
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containing eight head. First in this class 
was Erica of Grand View shown by Edward 
Miller, of West Point, and second in class 
was an extra entry shown by Spence. The 
next class was for females under a year of 
age. This class contained eight head and 
was headed by Applewood Pride 18th and 
second was Applewood Pride 19th, both 
shown by Ed. Polka, of Riverton, and they 
were made grand and reserve champions of 
the show of females. } 

The crowd started to thin out rapidly 
after the judging contest was over and we 
all headed for town to spend a few hours 
before time for the banquet. Jim Holling, 
of Chapman, Kansas, was the judge of the 
show as he was last year and everyone was 
greatly satisfied with his placings again this 
year. Bill Barton of the association was 
present and in company with these fellows 
and several other breeders attending the 
show we got together and visited until time 
for the evening program. 

The report came that it had snowed all 
day up in horthern and western Nebraska 
and a good number of folks did not attend 
the banquet although they had a splendid 
meeting presided over very capably by Pres- 
ident George E. Vanderkolk and talks were 
made by some of the visitors including Mrs. 
C. A. Anderson; Bill Barton; Ed. Wertz, sec- 
retary of the Columbus Chamber of Com- 
merce; myself; W. W. Derrick, Nebraska 
State Agricultural College; Jack Miller and 
several others, thus rounding out a program 
which ended about nine o’clock. 

When we got ready to retire Bob Lutes, 
of Ogalala, moved into my room for the 
night and we were awake four or five times 
to look out the window to observe the weath- 
er. Bob had some cattle out on range and 
having heard the storm warning he was a 
bit worried about them and even phoned 
home to learn that while it was raining in 
Columbus that day it had snowed about a 
foot in the northern part of the state. Just 
how bad it was we did not realize until the 
next day when Col. Art Thompson arrived 
from North Platte and informed us that a 
sale had been cancelled the day before due 
to the storm. 

This weather did keep a good many wes- 
tern buyers away from this sale, yet there 
was a good crowd on deck when the sale 
started and while we waited until just a few 
minutes before two to start, the sale was 
over in good time. The bulls sold first and 
sixty-seven head averaged nearly two hun- 
dred and twelve dollars with the first ten 
head in the ring bringing an average of 
three hundred and fifty-two dollars and the 
first thirty head sold averaged over two 
hundred and sixty-five dollars. The seven- 
teen females averaged over one hundred and 
seventy-two dollars with a top of but three 
hundred and twenty dollars. 

Top honors of the bull sale were split be- 
tween Atwater Brothers on the grand cham- 
pion and George Vanderkolk on the reserve 
champion, both brought an even five hun- 
dred dollars each and sold to Jake Willis, of 
Atchinson, Kansas, and D. J. Cole, of Merri- 
man, Nebraska, respectively. Next top bull 
was N. U. Lincolmere 3d consigned by the 
University and it sold to F. W. (Red) Rice, 
of Palisades, Nebraska, at four hundred and 
sixty-five dollars. 

All during the sale the high wind carried 
snow flurries into eastern Nebraska and it 
was one of the worst days possible in March 
to have held this sale but all were very 
much pleased with the outcome of the sale. 
It was late Thursday afternoon when the 
sale was concluded and we finally left for 
town to figure up the results of the sale and 
get everything straightened up in prepara- 
tion for me to leave the next morning. How- 
ever, morning brought no change in the 


weather, light skiffs of snow and very high 
winds so it was nearly noon before we left 
Columbus. I rode in back of Marshall’s car 
while he and Max Hoffmeister rode up 
front. I was bound for Fremont and the 
airport and Max planned to visit Marshall’s 
herd at Odell before leaving for his home in 
Imperial. 

It was after one o’clock when we arrived 
at Fremont, shook hands and my friends 
drove down the road. I waited all that after- 
noon hoping that Saturday would surely 
bring nice weather,. but no luck and it was 
not until Sunday morning that I left for 
home and then it was to travel over half 
way in a light snow fall, finally breaking 
out into the sunshine just a few miles from 
Fort Dodge where the skies were clear and 
the wind was mild and from the west. 

Russell Vanderkolk, son of George Van- 
derkolk, is an instructor at Fremont air- 
port, so at least I was with friends and did 
not have to stay in a corner by myself 
while we waited for the wind to die down. 
When I left I told Russ that we were plan- 
ning to rename Nebraska and call it Alaska 
and that the best name for Fremont would 
be Point Barrow.

ways beneficial in getting a calf ready for 
show. A little molasses diluted in water and 
mixed well into the ration so that the feed 
is dampened at each feeding stimulates the 
appetite and is very helpful in adding a few 
extra pounds of finish. When the calf is on 
full feed, he should consume around three 
pounds of grain daily for every hundred 
pounds of live weight. Always see that he 
is getting all that he will eat. Fresh water 
and salt must be available for him at all 
times. 

The calf should be provided with a clean, 
dry, well-bedded box stall with access to a 
dry lot for exercise. It is important that 
the stall be kept clean and well-bedded, for 
a dirty, unbedded stall will cause the calf to 
have trouble with his feet. He will not rest 
properly, and this will cause him to cut 
down on the rate of gain that should be 
made. ; 

In hot weather, the calf should be kept in 
the barn during the day, with the stall dark- 
ed during fly season. He should have access 
to an open lot at night and the stall should 
be well-cleaned every day. 

Some club members make the error of 
letting their calves go too long before 
breaking them to lead. A good method to 
use in breaking the calf to lead is to make 
a rope halter and tie the calf up for a part

of each day. Brush him and work around 
him while he is tied, in order that he will 
become accustomed to some one working 
around him. After the calf has been broken 
to the halter and is accustomed to being 
tied, he should be led into a lot and there 
be given a lesson in leading. Don’t try to 
lead him too fast; take him away easy, and 
he will soon be leading well. Care should be 
taken that he does not break away. If he 
succeeds in breaking away, then you are in 
for a long, hard battle in breaking him to 
lead. Once broken to follow at the halter, 
he should be led on every possible occasion. 
A calf that leads well is a lot of satisfaction 
when you have him in the show ring. Break 
him while he is small enough to handle with- 
out undue trouble. Delay in starting the 
leading lessons will mean added difficulties. 


Brush the Calf Regularly. 


Brushing tends to make him quieter and 
removes the dead hair and dirt from his 
hide. It brings out the natural oil in the 
hair and adds to the bloom of the calf. It 
keeps the hide more pliable and in a loose 
condition. 

During the last month to six weeks before 
the show, it is well to wash the calf once a 
week if possible with tar soap. Get a good 
lather in the washing and remove all the 
dirt and dandruff out of the hair. Be cer- 
tain that all of the soap is rinsed out when 
you have finished washing. The calf should 
be brushed and curled on the quarters every 
day during this last period. If the hair is 
long enough curl him all over. 


The head should be clipped before show- 
ing. A simple procedure is to tie a string 
around the throat-latch and clip from the 
string forward. The tail should be clipped 
from the switch upward to the tail setting 
and then rounded off. The feet of the calf 
should be kept trimmed. Once a month 
should be sufficient to keep him upon his 
toes. A mistake made several months be- 
fore show time is not as costly as one made 
at show time. Practice early, for mistakes 
in clipping will grow out, and added prac- 
tice will mean a more creditable job on show 
day. 

It is most important that you have the 
calf well broken to lead and well trained 
to stand properly. If a show halter with

hol. Don’t put on so much oil that the hair 
looks greasy—Just enough to bring out the 
bloom. When in the show ring, watch the 
calf. Keep his back up and his feet square 
ly under him at all times. A calf that is 
well-trained usually does a good job of 
showing himself. Remember that a judge 
likes to see a showman at his best ag wel] 
as the showman’s product, and especially 
remember that nothing is won or lost until 
the judge makes his final decision. 


RESPONSE TO 
i tage LETTER 
e Association has never adopted a reg- 
ulation that has had so naga favorable 
comments as the recent tattoo program 
The office has been swamped with letters 
from breeders expressing their approval on 
the adoption of compulsory tattooing of all 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle before they are reg. 
istered. The response in reply to the As- 
sociation letter giving the breeders an op- 
portunity to choose a herd letter has been 
magnificent. Breeders who did not request 
letters will be assigned their letters so that 
= will be provided with them prior to June 
st. 

The tattooing of cattle applies only to the 
cattle for which application for registry is 
made after June Ist. It is not necessary to 
tattoo any of the cattle in the herd that have 
been registered prior to June lst. These 
may, however, be tattooed and the herd let- 
ters and number sent to the office with the 
registry certificate and made a part of the 
permanent record if desired. Remember the 
left ear carries only the herd letters and 
the year in which the animal was born. The 
right carries only the individual animal’s 
number. Each breeder in tattooing his 1942 
calf crop should begin with number 1 in the 
right ear for the first animal tattooed and 
continue up to any number in the herd. For 
1943 he may again begin with number 1, or 
he may continue the series started the prev- 
ious year, because the herd letter and the 
year number in the left ear will distinguish 
the animal from the one with the same 
number recorded the previous year. ; 

A circular is being prepared which will 
give in detail full directions for tattooing.

THE NATIONAL 
ABERDEEN-ANGUS SHOW 

As announced in the last issue of the 
Journal, the Board of Directors at a recent 
meeting selected the Maryland State Fair 
as the place for the holding of the 1942 Na- 
tional Aberdeen-Angus Show. The show 
will be held in connection with the Mary- 
land State Fair the week of September 6-12. 
A number of pressing invitations were re- 
ceived for this year’s Show. The Texas 
State Fair, where the Show was held in 
1941, again bid for the Show and was ex- 
tremely anxious to have the Association re- 
turn in 1942. The Board of Directors, how- 
ever, felt that since the National Show 1s 
primarily an Association breed promotion 
project it should not be held two years in 
succession at the same place. In selecting 
the location for the 1942 Show, the Board of 
Directors were not unmindful of the splen- 
did work that has been done by the Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders along the Atlantic sea- 
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board, and appreciating the great possibil- 
ities for further development in the eastern 
territory decided to accept the invitation 
of the Maryland State Fair management. 

Ten thousand dollars in premiums will be 
offered, which is provided jointly by the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation and the Maryland State Fair. In 
addition to the cash prizes, a number of 
trophies will be offered by business organi- 
zations in the East to be awarded group and 
championship winners. 

The classification has been arranged so as 
to provide for a greater number of classes 
beginning with the junior yearlings for both 
bulls and females. The first premium will 
be $50, and most of the classes are carried 
out sixteen places. The senior and junior 
champion awards will be $50, and the grand 
champion award in each case will be $60. 
In addition, each championship winner will 
receive a suitable trophy. 

It is hoped that every Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder, large or small, will fit a few cattle 
for this great show. It will be a splendid 
place to show an interested public the type 
of cattle you are producing and provides an 
excellent means of advertising Aberdeen- 
Angus herds. 

Plans are being made for a sale of about 
forty head of the best Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle that can be obtained. Breed- 
ers desiring to enter cattle in the sale should 
communicate with the Secretary’s office. 

_A strong educational program will be pro- 
vided during the week of the Show. Judging 
contests and demonstrations will be staged 
in addition to the regular judging. We 
hope that every Aberdeen-Angus breeder 
and admirer of the breed. far and near will 
set aside this week in September and plan 
to attend the Aberdeen-Angus Show. Furth- 
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er details about the program and the show 
in general will be announced from time to

KATY IS QUITE 
A FEMALE 


Three years old, the pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus heifer has dropped five calves and 
has adopted another. That makes her a 
mother of six. 

Her brief but crowded life has been some- 
thing like this: Dropped March 10, 1939; 
dropped a heifer and a bull calf Feb. 10, 
1941; dropped two heifer calves and one 
bull calf March 11, 1942, just one day after 
she was three years old. All of the calves 
are living and doing well—and so is the 
heifer, whose name is Kate C. 

When her triplets were dropped, another 
cow had just dropped a calf and it was 
placed near hers. She claimed it as well 
and cared for it as her own, says her owner, 
O. B. Calohan of Springfield, W. Va. But 
it was too big a job for Kate, and she was 
given two of her calves to nurse and the 
other was placed on another cow. Kate 
wintered out with the other cows and is 
thin but otherwise all right. 

She must be a “very all right” kind of 
heifer. Multiply her by about 500 and you 
will have a multiplying business from there 
out. ae 


FAIRS AND 
EXPOSITIONS 

Many of the state fairs are now prepar- 
ing the 1942 premium lists. Every effort 
is being made to continue a standard classi- 
fication with a liberal premium offering at 
the leading shows. At some of the fairs, 
state classes have been added to the regular 
classification to encourage the exhibition of 
more state owned cattle. 


Several state fairs and live stock ex- 
positions have been cancelled because their 
plants have been required for defense ac- 
tivities.
